FOREST FIRES. 



FJames BxtlDjifnished in Certain Dis- 
tricts Bat in Ottiers Breaking: 
% Oat Afresli. 



Tlie Situation in Scorched States Still 
Terrible— More Losses ' 
Of Life. 



Asiii.ANi), Wis., Sept. 5 —The bodies cf 
the ei^bik'peraona who loat their lives In the 
foroet Qre at Highbridge have been identi- 
Qod Bn^tj^etjemAinB were brought to Aeh- 
land. HomeBleaders near Marengo report 
28 deer burned in u bunch where thoy had 
huddled together in a green thicket. Suffo- 
cated and baked rabbits, partridgca and 
pooupiucB are nuniorous in a tliickot live 
iniloaequare. In the townof Marengo, tbirly- 
two bomesteadets loat everything and but 
three houses remain. Dispatches from San- 
born Bays : " This placo ia all right, but It 
has beon a hard fight. Tho town 
is full of rofugeea from tho sur- 
rounding Bottlomonte. The majority of 
thoae people hud run for their 
lives ond only aaved tho clothing they had 
on. There are about 150 homesteaders be- 
tween Sanburn and Bibon that were Imrned 
out and loat ovorything they had. There 
have been no mail trains through since 
Saturday. James Morgan, who walked in 
from Shore's Croaaing last night, reports 
the placo in a precarious condition, fires 
were burning up to within a few feet of the 
town laat night, but tho aboence of wind 
gave the people a good fighting chanoo to 
aavo their property," 

The Brule correspondent telegraphs the 
following to-night : " News has jaat beon 
received of the bnroiog of logging camps 
along the lake shore north of Brnle with a 
foarfal smoke. . This la in the vioinity of 
Port Winft and Olevedoiii Information 
from Fort Wing, thia morning, is that near- 
ly oue-third of the placo has been destroyed 
bp the fires, and the place Is not yet out of 
dangef. 

Iroij.Blver, a thriving town midway be- 
tween Ashland and Dulutb, on tho North- 
ern Paoitio haa antioipattd tho march of fire 
and sent a am»ll regiment of volunteer fire- 
men this afternoon to cut off tho flames by 
building back firea. Iron River was com- 
pletely wiped out by fire two years ago and 
the citizens aro alert. Clevedon, however, 
ia the subject of much anxiety to-night. 

Tho Duluth, South Shore & Atlantic rail- 
way has a forco of men laying a new track 
where tho long treatlo waa burned last Sat- 
urday, near Marengo. The foreman of the 
crew was called upon for asBistanco last 
night and took an engine a few miles down 
the line to Shiloh, whoro he rescued some 
section men who became surrounded 
by the flames. It is not known 
bow Shiloh baa fared since the 
fire. Chief Scott, of the Ashland fire 
department was out all day aupervising the 
work of providing better protection against 
the advancemont of fires upon Ashland. A 
briak wind set in thia afternoon, causing 
oousiderablo excitement and apprehension 
from firea. Tho path of the fires has thor- 
oughly destroyed the remaining vegetation. 
Firea can be seen blazing from Ashland very 
plainly. It is almost impoBsible to extin- 
guish them, aa the very roots of the treea 
burn, and ooala become imbedded In the 
trunks of trees. It is dsngetona to leave 
Ashland for over three milea. The moat 
critioal portion of the day was between 11 
and -t o'clock, when tho wind was strongest. 

If tho Btrong winds of to-day continuo to- 
morrow, fires will break out again in all of 
tho burned districts. Oaco burning over 
does not seem to prove effoctive in atopping 
the fires. At Shores Crossing, which waa 
burned at tho name timo as Phillips wont up 
in amoke, determined efforts were necesaary 
to prevent a uooond burning laat night and 
to day. Throe hundred men thoroughly 
organized are keeping back tho il-imea Irom 
the newly couatrucied bouses, and the 
(lames were within three hundred feet of the 
town ut ono timo last night. This illus- 
trates tho fact that one or even two burnings 
of thn first does not prevent another fire. 

AiTKii.v, Minn., Sept. 5. — Fires aro 
around three aides of tho town and tho fire 
depurtmont is hard at work. One boy is re- 
ported burned to death in the township of 
Nordland, There is not one foot of un- 
burned land from Aitken to Mill Laios 
L^ke, a distance of 10 miles aonth. The 
burned diairlob North and South through 
the pine wooda la anlinuwn, bat aettleis for 
fifty miles feport the fire even beyond them 
and barnlnx fieioely. 

Chippewa Faixs, Wis., Sept. 5 — Fishor 
meadow near Estella, a small aettlement, 
waa wiped out to-day. The fire la aaid to 
be runuini; towards Murray vhere danger 
is appreheuikd. 

Dktkoit, f3i'pt. 5 — A dispatch from tho 
upper poninnula of Miohipan shows that tho 
rainfall Monday night LirLCtually utopped 
tho forest fires and will nave iiiillionB of fe.jt 
of pino, besides crops and houBca. The 
daiiihge already done, however, is immouae, 
and in many localities a total loss can only 
bo avoided by immediately cutting tho tim- 
ber. Thcra ia onsidcrablo evidence that 
many firoa wero aot by men who know tho 
soorohod pine would have to bo out at once, 
thus giving thom work. Tho firea will also 
force Into tho market much pino that was 
held by non-logging oapitaliata for the pur- 
pose of ' apeoulation. It Is thought that 
nearly every foot of atanding pine In On- 
lanagon County la bnrned, fully 600,000,000 
feet. 

Bay Citv, Mioh,, Sept. 5. — A heavy rain 
foil yesterday morning, the firat for nearly 
two' months, and effeotually dispelled tho 
oiouda of amoke which have hung over this 
oountry for the past two weeks. 

Rdsii City, Minn., Sept. 5.— Ed. St. 
John reports that the fire has deatroyod tho 
lumber camps belonging lo Joseph Wing. 
Forty laborcra are iniaaing.

Excitement ftt Battleford Over tlie 
Demiinds and Demonstrations 
of Soto Tribesmen.. , 



LoNBOK, Sept, 5. — A Shanghai diBpatoh 
etatos that all the Japanese in China have 
been put under Chinese jurisdiction. A 
number of Japanese business bouaea have 
been closed. The Chinese press is ridiculing 
England for her apathy regarding ^the Kow 
Shung incident. A junk waa sank by a 
torpedo boat yesterday. All on board were 
loat. It ia reported that a levy for a quar- 
ter of a million of men has been made on tho 
province of Shang Tung, which haa hereto- 
fore withheld supplies demanded by the 
government. The two Japanese spies sur- 
rendered by the American consul yesterday 
were promptly beheaded. Aa a result the 
other Japanese In Shanghai will leave im- 
mediately. 

The engagement between the Chinese 
twin screw steel steamer Chi Yuen and tho 
Japanese man-tf-war in Korean waters com- 
menced in the morning, and, according to 
the Chinese accounts, laated some four hours. 
At the commencement the Chinese sailors 
refused to work their gouB, bub on five of 
them being ahot by their own otficors tho 
others fought so well that they raked the 
Japa fore and aft and carried away a bridge, 
killing the Japaneae admiral, but the Japs 
picked off all the exposed peraona on tlio 
Chi Yuan and exploded a shell on her deck, 
killing a Uentonant and aome men working 
on guna. The Chi Ynen'a own ateering gear 
was carried away and her forward gnns dla- 
ubled, but she steered with her twba aigrewa 
and replied to the Japs with her aft guna 
with such effect that the Saps surrendered, 
heiating the dragon flag over tho white flig ; 
but before the Chinese could take pooeesaion 
sevctaljopaneao men-of-war hove in sight 
and tho Japanese ro-hoiated their lUg and 
the Chi Yuen mudo all haatc to get away, 
and Bucceedcd in reaching Wei Hai Wei for 
repairs. 

The Central News oorrespondent in 
Shanghai saya thai, the CliincEe fleet is about 
to ooncontrato at \Vci-Hai-\Vci. The outer- 
priee of tho Japauesc in recoiiiioitring, and 
the reports of a plan to attaclc tho forts both 
by sea and land, havo caused tho Cliineeu 
to strengthen the position with panicky 
haato. 'Tho whole promontcry has been in- 
spected by tho military authorities, and tho 
orders to extend the fortifications havo been 
placed in exocutiou. E^irthworksure rising 
rapidly at tho weak points along tho coast. 
Heavy guns have been sent forward to the 
Tientsin and Nankin arsenals, and the ne- 
cessary ammunition for them will be trans- 
ported to the coast shortly. * 

'Yokohama, Sept. 5. — The Japaneao eloo- 
tions passed off quietly. A largo number cf 
Japaneae troopa are going to Korea. All 
tho available merchantmen Iiave been ehar> 
torcd for nae as traneporta.

It is 
said Gabriel Dumont ia there and ia inciting 
bho Indians to make trouble. Tho story, 
however, ia not anasalned by any evidenea^ 
and may have no foundation in' fact. The 
Indiana belong to the Sotos. All tho white 
women have been removed to one large 
house, which is in itself a sign of ditnger. 
Six of the youug Indiana in tho Industrial 
aohool ran away two diya ago, and aro eup- 
poaed to havo joined their brethren, whoare 
threatening trouble. 

WiNNiTKO, Sept. 5. — (Special) — The 
mounted police have returned to E!kttIeford 
from the North, whore some of them went 
to investigate reports that the non-treaty 
Indians in the North were threatening vio- 
lence to tho aptllera. The reports prove to 
be without foundation, having been circu- 
lated by a equAW who was mentally un- 
balanced. 

Ottawa, Sept. 5. — ^(Special)— Advices re- 
ceived at the Indian department in respect 
to an alleged upriaing in the f^orthweat, are 
of a reassuring character. Mr. Beed, 
Deputy Superintendent General, stated to- 
day that 'according to departmental advicei^ 
nothing of a serious nature had occurred, 
nor was anticipated. Apparently some 
Croes tried a game of bluflfon parties who 
were cutting hay upon lauds on which the 
Indiana aet up a claim, and tried to levy 
blackmail in the ahape of ammnnition, bub 
they did not resort to violence, and by tha 
time the police went out had decamped.

The question which ia the prinoipsl topic 
of conversation now ia the contemplated 
oonstruotioa of an electric light plant by tho 
city.

Death of licncral Stoneman of tho Union 
Army. 

Buffalo, N.Y., Sept. 5 —Ex-Governor 
George Stoneman, of California, died at tho 
home of his sister here to-day.

How Railway Eugiueers Stood By the 
Throttle iu tlielr Klfoits to 
Save Life. 



Sx. Padl, Sept. 5.— Dr. W. H. Crary, of 
thla oityt.who was on boacd Engineer Boot's 
train, telle of tho backward run of tKe train 
for Bevon milca, until Skunk lake was 
reached. His etory ia : 

"The woods on cither side wore lashed 
by m fierce wind, blowing eighty miles an 
hoar. On through this wierd arano the 
limited eped, tbu eituanion Rrowirg more 
tklarming et every mile. Aa the train 
reached Hinckley it was discovered that the 
fire had reached tho railroad, but on it aped, 
the engineer hoping to pass Hinckley in 
time to escape the danger It was not until 
the train bad come within a mile of Hinck- 
ley that the engineer diioovered that hia 
train wae bnrniog and that ib would be im- 
ponible to .pau. The bridge had already 
been oontinmed, together with the. niiUs and 
homes of Hinckley. Here the train was 
met by a hundred or more fugitives from the 
burning town. Mothers carried in their 
arma ainnll children, others hanging to tho 
mothers' skirts. Some carried a few house- 
hold goods and others were crying and 
nioikuing on account of loaaes alroaay aua- 
talncd. Miny were ao nearly cxhauattd 
that they could scarcely board tho train. 

" Nearer anil nourer tho lUmea were ap- 
proachiiig, aud liniilly the engineer wae ciiii 
pcUed to reverse his lover and run back, 
leaving behind aooroa cf unfortunate ouoa 
who hud not boeo able to rmich the train, 
their only available moaca of escape. Thoae 
on board could see many of them aink to 
the ground exhauated and overcome by the 
terrible hear, never again to rise. Many 
came running ucroas the fields from small 
aetllements, hopiug to esoapo on the train, 
but only diaappointment and death awaited 
them. On rushed tho train through the 
fiery hot breath of pursuing tlamea, for a 
stop would have been fatal to all on board. 
As the weary passengers retraced their 
Bteps Sunday morning, somo afoot and 
others on hand cars, they found along tho 
side of the track and in tho fields tho 
charred remains of ihoso poor unfortunates. 
In four milea thirty-four bodiea were found, 
some burned beyond rtcognition and others 
unacarred, having died from aufTjcation. 

" It was a four-mile run back to Skunk 
lake, whiob is little better than a mud- hole, 
the mnd and water covering no more than 
an acre. The train bad gono only a short 
distance before it was surrounded by the 
devonriog fl-kmes. Hot blaita strnck the 
fioaches, netting them on fire in places and 
breaking the windowe on both sides. Tho 
baggaite.oar. was BOOB a mass of (limea, 
which atreained bao^ over the engine, ten- 
der and train, setting fire to the engineer's 
clothes and soorohiog his fade and -hands. 
On either eide of the engineer there was a 
stream of fl>me, but never for an instant did 
Engineer Root flinch. Ho was apparently 
certain of death, hut could he hold out for 
four miles the passengers might poseibly 
escape. If he deserted his peso it would be 
death to all on board. Back of him stood 
his trusty fireman, who occasionally poured 
water on him. When the heat became un- 
bearable for the fireman he took a dip in the 
water tank, from which ho drew the suppty 
for the eogineer's ahower bath." 

WK.STSurEniou, Wis., Sept. —Engineer 
Wm. Beat, of the original rescuing paaaeu- 
ger train on the J'Jiatern Minnoaota, tella of 
the following rtaoue at Hinokley : Soon 
after leaving Superior at 1:15 p.m. I had to 
light the hetkdlight owing to the dense smoko 
which turned day into night. The heat as 
wo approached Hinckley, increased. I ex- 
pected when we reached that point we 
would gel in the opening and escape the 
smoke. My surpri'o was great, therefore, 
when we found the fire right upon the town. 
It took but a glance to see that the town was 
doomed. Tho wind blew with great veli'City 
and the flames fairly leaped through the air. 
The people were taken by surprise and wore 
helpless, The eoming fire seemed to be 
more like a etroke of lightning. Almost in 
an instant the town was swept by billows of 
flames. Wa could not. pass Hinckley and 
there was no nse to look for orders for com- 
munication was out off To stay and rescue 
OS many as we could was our duty of course, 
but the great question and upon which 
hung the lives ot many hundreds, was how 
long dare we wait. 

Ed. Harry, who was there with «ngino 
No. 23, and A. D. Campbell, the conauc;- 
tor, were aa plucky and brave fellows as 
ever paieed a ^mile polo. We itnew we 
were making time, for we could return on 
No. 23'a time. We haatily ooupled a por- 
tion of CampboUa freight train with an 
engine ahead on to the roar of our train. 
Tho people rushed toward tur train and 
piled into tho car.s. Somo were aged and 
hol])lpH3. anil the women and children hud 
to l)u liL-lped aboard. Wo had to shift tho 
poaition of our train Boveral times to prevent 
it Citohiijg lire. We were all bnjutliing 
fire as it wup. W'u aaw many eijihts that 
would have filled ua with horror if aeen 
under other oircurnatancoa, but there was 
horror everywhere. Wu saw people full 
down overcjnie by heat and anioke. I aaw 
mothora with bahca in their arms making a 
last deapairiog ttl'ivl to aholter their help- 
less charges. We saw peoplo aurrounded 
by fire, but there ia no use trying; 
to describe ic to yen. A few of our 
pasaengers became panic a'ricken and 
wanted me to pull out regardleaa of others 
at Hinckley, but of com so nono of ua 
thought of doing such a cowardly ibd sel- 
fish aot. We gut atioiit '.00 peoplo from 
Hinokley aboard, may be more, and slipped 
away to take others who had ran up tho 
trabk. We oonld not rescue any more of the 
people, for they oould not got to the train, 
and a vory large percentage of those who re- 
mained perished. Away we went through 
tbeblajslng woods. lb was a raoe with 
death. ' The telegraph poles and ties were 
on fire and ft stream of flames pressed upon 
the train. People wore packed so closely 
that It was almost impossible to move. Wo 
pasBod several bridges that were on fire. At 
Partridge we procured water for tho paaaou- 
gers. The people at Partridge auppoeeil 
they wore safe, but it appeared within half 
an hour the fire reached them, thus giving 
an idea of how fast tho flainca travelled. 
Wo drew a sigh of relief when we reached 
the limits of Superior and know our pri clous 
froiiiht waa eufo. 

I'iNK CiTV, Sept. 5.— Tho hero of tho 
lurning ot I'okcgama ia John B. Kama. He 
got over thirty of tho villagera inti a ahal. 
low pocil of water below tho dam. On ono 
aido was tho rai'road troitio and ou tho 
other a pit of more than 100 corda of wood. 
Kama kept tho women and ohildron in tho 
shallow pool dashing water over them and 
saved their lives. Rama lost hIa son, who 
insiated in attempting to aavo hia horaoa, 
Twenty-ono bodies have boon identified 
here.

SA VED IN A WELL. 

A French Ciiiiadlnn Farmer Seeks Safety 
Iroiu the t'huncB Twelve Feet 
Uelow Ground. 

DuLUTii, Sept. 5 —Oliver Dubois, a 
French Cana.lian farmer living on the out- 
skirts of the village of Sandstone, was 

among the 250 refugees from the stricken 
spot. He saved his life by jumping into the 
bottom of a dry well, and was one of the few 
who took such a refuge and-did not find it a 
grave already dug. Mr. Dubois was a 
little distance from . his home when 
he heard in the eoath a mighty roaring 
as though a cyclone was coming. The 
blackness of the sky increased, and he, ran 
atill further from tho building to escape any 
Hying sticks that might come from the 
house. He threw himself down at the foot 
of a stump, hia head under a root. Scarcely 
was he on the ground before the awful heat 
and flro showed him that ho contended, not 
with a cyclone, bub with flames. There waa 
a well a few feet away, into which ho 
jumped. Ic waa twelve feet deep and was 
dry. Abnvo him he could see tho rolling 
cloud of lUmes high in tho air and then 
down close to the ground, Hia poaition 
grew stifling and the air seemed to be so ex- 
hausted that ho could only breathe by claw- 
ing a hole in tho damp earth and pressing 
his face to the side. As aoon aa one place 
got too stifling he would make another little 
fresh apot. 

The well waa filled with smoke and gas, 
but after a time ho managed to climb out. 

I waa so weak I could hardly walk," ho 
said, "'and for a few minutes I woa dazsd. 
I was ahoeleaa, but I knew there were shoes 
a little diatanco away. I oould not see the 
ground at my feet for tho smoke, but 
groped my woy to those shoes, losing my 
way once and feeling every step. I found 
them at last, and thoy aro tho only things I 
own in the world. Then I started to town. 
Ic began to grow lighter, so I could see 
the street. I stood in the centre of Sand- 
atone and called. Not a sound came in 
answer. I called again and again, but the 
place I had been in only two hours before 
was as still as a grave. I walked toward 
the river, shivering with fear. On the way 
I counted the ^bodies, more than fifty of 
them. I climbed down tho river bank, and 
there, crouched in tho water, I found the 
people. During the passage of the fire 
women had held their soreaming children's 
moutha, in the water and hud stood mouth- 
deep in it themselves." 

AGAINST THE PDLLMAS CO. 

Additional Charges In the Amended Fetltion 
That Is to he Fresented. 

Chicago, Sept. 5. — Attorney. General 
Maloney has served notice upon the council 
for the Pullman company that he will ap- 
peer before Judge Gibbona in the criminal 
court to file an amended petition, and also 
an information againab tho company which 
follows tho petition according to the 
law governing quo warranto proceedings. 
The main additional charges made in the 
amended petition are in relation to the 
Pullman company operating a gas plant 
and brick worka without charter authority. 
The court is also told that the Pullman com- 
pany realizes a large profit by selling water 
to Pullman residents. The company also, it 
(s stated, supplied steam hoat to many of 
the businoaa houses and apartment houses 
for pecuniary profit. Tho maintenance of a 
truck farm by the company is charged, and 
this, the court is told, cannot be covered by 
a charter to manufaoturo railroad oars. The 
sale of liquors by the Pullman company in 
its ears while in transit is also deemed by 
the petitioner to bo a direct violation of its 
charter rights. The ownership of seventeen 
acres of unoccupied land south of Lake 
Calumet by the Pullman company is attack- 
ed. The petition says this amounts to real 
estate speculation.

A TBRRIFia VISITATION. 

The accounts of the terrible foreab firea 
in Minnesota and elaewhere are aickoDin;; 
Those who have not seen a foreab on fire can 
have no idea of ita mugiiitade and its amaz- 
' ia'g destrttotireneBS. When it onoe gets 
headway at a time favorable to its spread, 
it defies all attempts to check its ravagoa. 
Those vjho are endangered by it can only 
See from it or atund by in utter helplessnesa 
to witness ita terrible progress. It does not 
reqniro a Wty strong imagination to look 
npon it as a living and malignant power in- 
tent npon destroyiog every living thing, 
animate and inanimate, that stands in its 
way. It rushes on with wonderful rapidity 
and with noises that are truly appalling. 

The aettlera in the Minnesota wooda and 
the inhabitant! of some Minnesota -forest 
' Tillages were snrronnded by what ap- 
peared to tliem an impenetrable' wall of fire. 
They saw fearfal sights and heard terrific 
sonnds. Death oame upon the poor terri- 
&od Boula in the most dreadful shape 
imaginable. Many were so situated that 
they could not fight the enemy that was 
bent upon their destmotion, and any attempt 
to escape the fieroe and greedy flamea was 
ntterly hopeless. The wonder is, not that ao 
' many periahed in that burning foreat, bat 
that any oacaped. 

It is oataatrophes anoh as that which has 
overtaken the inhabitants of the villages of 
Hinckley and Sandstone, and other aettle- 
inen^ In the track of the great fire that the 
finer andj^'nobler qualities of men and 
women are brought oat. There were, no 
donbt, deeds of heroism and self-saorifiae 
done in those littlo villages and lonoly sottle- 
ments that tlio world will never hear of, but 
there are others that will be pub on the re- 
cord of nrandane events to the honor of 
hnman natare. We read of a railway engi- 
neer who did hia duty in a manner truly 
hercic. He, in hope to roaoh a station, 
drove hia train through the burning forest 
until ho found that it would bo niadneea to 
proceed. Ho then, though eufferiog greatly 
from the heat, backed the train through 
the raging fire and did not leavebis post un 
ma the border of a lake was reached. The 
conductor and fireman also tnanfully per 
formed their dutiea in thai trying time. 
Had that engineer been overpowered by the 
heat, had he allowed the pain ho wasaufiering 
to divert hia attention' from tho work he 
had to do, that train with its living freight 
of. fngitires from the flames, would have 
been nttorly destroyed. The name of this 
noble fellow is " Jim Root," ond the names 
of the fireman ond conductor who stood by 
him so courageously are McQowan and Sul- 
livan. 

The inhabitants of the towns and villages 
in the neighborhood of the bnrnt dUtriot 
are doing everything in their power to suc- 
cor and oomfort tho survivors. Nothing 
that sympathy and humanity can do to 
mitigate their dlatresa will bo wanting. Wc 
BOO tliat the mayor of St. P*ul has issued 
an appeal to the charitable, but thia was, 
we think, soaroely neoessary. So much and 
so keenly do the people of the county feel 
for the BufTerera, that it can readily bo Eup- 
noaed that the apontaneoue contributions of 
those who feel impelled to do what thoy 
can to help the diatroased will bo moro than 
mlEoient to repair their loasoa and supply I 
ibelr wants. ;, .1 



A OHEBRINO EXAMPLE. 

An example of organized public spirit is 
given in one of the open letters in the 
August number of the Century Magazine. 
The letter is an edifying one as it shows 
what can be done by organized inquiry and 
united effort in tho way of initiating and 
carrying out muuioipul iniprovomcnts. A 
fawycara ago Indiauap'ilis, with ipgord to 
ita oity government, was in pretty niuoh the 
attme position as Victoria k now. Ita streets 
were " little better than tho worst," it was 
without a proper system of sDwerage, it had 
no systcmatio way of relieving tho 
dislrRseed, the county jail was in 
a dtBgraceful condition, taxation was 
iinpuaed by the rule of thumb, and 
matters generally were in the. tnanioipality 
in anything but'a creditable condition. 

The citizens growled at the Corporation, 
and grumblod whenever the inconvenionoes 
and drawbacks from which thoy wero eullor- 
ing were more than commonly troublesome, 
but no effort was made towards tlDcting a 
reformation. *' IndianapoliS|" _ the writer 
aiiys, "snfi'ered froin an exiireme' public In- 
diflferenoe to the evils of a form of municipal 
government lamentably lacking In intelli- 
gence and eflicienoy, and a general absence 
of home pride and publio spirit on the part 
of tho citizens," 

Ono of the influential and active minded 
citizens set on foot a movement by means of 
which a radical and most desirable change 
In the city's aflfairs was effected. He 
with twenty-seven business and professional 
men, organized a club which thoy called the 
" Commercial Club," the principal object of 
which was to make ,the olty V a bettor place 
to live in." ' Tbe ■ mepabership of this olab 
soon Indreasod .to a thousand. .The first 
thing that the c'.ub set to work to do was to 
have the streets put into decent order. They 
set about enlightening tho oitiz^na on the 
subject of paving and had an exhibition of 
paving material, " The result was that re 
monstrances against paving ceased and the 
demand for it became greater than the 
olty authorities conid meet and 
has so continued for four yoars 
This of itself was an excellent result, and 
well worth all that was done to bring it 
about. The Club next proceeded to im 
prove the sewerage system in the same 
way. One of ita committees spent a year 
" under tht direction of eminent experts" to 
find out boAr the oity oonld be best served, 
and now a comprehensive system is far on 
toward completion. The Club undertook to 
prevent the unemployed in the oity from 
sufTering. It hit upon a plan to Sad work 
for them; and to fumiab them regnlarly 
with an ample supply of food. The number 
of the unemployed in the oity was between 
4,000 and 5,000. Their obj-jot was to give 
tho relief needed without pauperizing the 
people relieved, and they suocecded. 

We gather from the letter that the Club 
Buooeeded Jl>y infinenolng pnblio opinion In 
favor of its reforms ;' end when the eleotora 
were onoe determbied that a work should be 
andertaken and^oarried oat, they soon found 
means to bring the Corporation to their way 
of thinking. 

This " Commeroial Club " did not die out 
a few months aftei^ it was organized. It has 
become a permanent institution in Indian 
apolia, and has bnilt as its home a fine eight 
storey stone front building — "the hand- 
somest structure In the State." Its mem- 
bers, no doubt, see that It has still plenty of 
work to do. To create and keep alive an 
active and Intolligent publio spirit on civic 
affiira is what is urgently required in very 
many oitieson this side of tho Atlantic, and 
the men that succeed in doing so good a 
work are beyond doubt publio benefactors.

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THE VICTOEri WATEE SUPPLY. 

Text of Water Coraralssloner Wilmot's Be- 
port to the Oounell in April Last. 



On Monday evening, April 2, the follow- 
ing report from Mr. E. A. Wilmot, city 
engineer and water commissioner, was road 
at the regular meeting of tho city council : 
"In accordance with instructions from 
your honorable body I' havo the honor to 
submit for your ooL'sideracion the following 
report, included in whioh is the information 
derived from tho survey made by Mr. Wm. 
Ralph, P.L.S , to determine tbe area of the 
watershed of Elk and 'BSaver lakes, the area 
of land that would be fldoded by raising, 
the water four feet higher than top of dam 
as existing at present;. and tbe area that 
would require to be cleared of trees to pre 
vent their affuoting the water, also the 
quantity of land necessary 'to be acquired 
by the corporation within the watershed 
and adjacent to the lake, to prevent the 
water from being onntaminated through the 
land being used fir residential or agricul 
tural purposes : Tho area of the watershed 
2,177 acres ; the area of E'k lake, 454 acres 
the area of Braver lake, 149 acres ; total 
lake area, 6U3 acres ; clearing dead treen 
existing in water at present, 40 acres ; land 
submerged by raising lake four feet, 30 
acros ; strip one chain wide around lake to 
prevent trees falling into the water, 25 acree ; 
total clearing, 95 acres ; land necessary to 
bo acquired by corporation within the water- 
shod to prevent tho pollution of the water, 
1,600 acres. Estimated cost of increasing 
tho capacity of our water works system, im- 
proving the quality of the water and pro- 
viding i.'Bgainst , its future Qontamtnation,

" By referring to the record of rail fill 
(published in t,he annual report of the cor- 
poratiou for 1803), which extends ovor a 
period of twenty years, it will be seen that 
the average per year is nearly thirty inches. 
Assuming the rainfall at E k. lake to be 
about tbe same as at Viotoria, that amount 
each year applied to the area of tho water- 
shed, and allowing for evaporation and ab- 
sorption by the soil, would approximately 
atTord a auUiciont quantity of water for the 
annual supply of the city, estimating tho 
oonsuniption and waste at a daily average of 
2,000,000 gallons. Consequently, if the 
rainfall each year should equal the average, 
viz , thirty inches, and tbe viboie quantity 
derivable from' tbe watershed .Stored, the 
supply and demand wonld be about equal, 
but as will be seen by a glance at the accom- 
panying diagram, plotted from the official 
meteorological records, tho rainfall is very 
irregular. If there should follow in euoces. 
sion several years with a rainfall iu each 
less than the average, the supply would 
be insuQiciont. By raising the dam 
4,^ feet, tho increased storagp capacity of the 
Uke so obtained would be available during 
a season of- excessive rainfall for collecting 
ter whioh would otherwise go to waste, 
Tha benefit to bo derived from this in- 
creased storage cupacity would be appreci- 
able when a year of oxcessivo rainfall 
hould immodiatoly precede a auccossion of 
low cycle years, Tho cxtonaion of tho 24 
inch main to the lake would not inurunse 
the quantity of water ueod by tho city for 
ordinary consumption, but tho enlarged 
capacity of the main would, proportionate 
to tho available head, ennble it to maintain 
reasonable pressure f,ir fire protection 
purposes, while at tho samo time supplying 
water for general consumption, conditions 
which the Cip&oity of tho mains as existing 
at present aro entirely inadequate to fulfill. 
The Booomnanylag plan of Elk and Beaver 
lakes and their watersheds, shows the loca- 
tion and extent of the land necessary to be 
acquired by the corporation, and also the 
land around tho lako margin tHat-WOUld be 
submerged by raising the water four feet ';, 
the latter is demarked by a red line,"' "

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CHINESE EMPEfiOK'S EDICT. 



Text of, the Coiumand "To Boot.tbe 
' Wcjeu Out of Their *i. ' 
Lairs." 



Chinese Soldiers Seize auil Carry Away 
Japauese Woiueu From a 
British Steamer. 



San Frasxisuo, Sept. 5 — Tho BtoaniBhip 
Belgio ftrrived last night from Hongkong 
and Yokohama via Honolulu, bringing 
Yokohama atlvioea to August 1"), and Hong- 
kong to August 1. At Pekitg on August 1, 
tbia edict was isBued by tho emperor : 

" Korea has boen our tributary for the 
past 200 odd years. Sho has given ua trib- 
ute all this time, which is a matter known 
to the world. For the past doz^n years or 
80 Korea has been troubled by repeated in- 
Burreclions, and wo, in sympathy with our 
small tributary, liiive as repeatedly sent 
succor to her aid, eventually plaoing a resi- 
denc in her capital to protect Korea's inter- 
ests. In M'ly of this year arother rebellion 
W:»8 begun in Korea aud tho King rtpeatodly 
asked for aid from ua to put down cho rebel- 
lion. We then ordered Li Hung 
Chang to send troops to Korea, 
and, they having barely reached 

■ Yashan, the rebels soatterod. But the 
"Wojen (m ancient name tor the Japanese, 
expressive of the greatest contempt) with- 
out any cause whatever, suddenly Bent 
troops to Korea and oDtired Seoul, the 
capital of Korea, reinforcing thtm con- 
stantly until they exceeded 10,000 men. In 
the meantinio the Japanese forced the 
Korean King to ohango his form of govern- 
ment, showing a ditposition in every way 
of bullying Koreans. To was found a d lli 
anlb matter to reason with tho Wojen. 
Althottgli we have been in tho habio of 

. aasisting our ttibitaries, we have never 
interfered with their internal government. 
Japan's treaty with Korea was as one 
country with another ; there is no law for 
sending large armies to a country and 
bullying it this way, and compelling it to 
change its system of government. The 
various powers are nnited in condemning 
the conduct of the Japantse, and 'oan give 
no reasonable name to the army now in 
Korea. 

" Nor has Japan been amenable to reaaon, 
Dor would she listen to the exhortation to 
withdraw her troops and confer amicably 
upon what should be done in Korea. Oa 
the contrary, Japan has shown herself belli- 
coao, without regard to appearacosB, and 
has been increaBiag her forces there. Her 
conduct alarmed the people of Korea as well 
aa her merohanta there, and so- we sent our 
troops over to protect them. Judpe^ of our 
surpriae, then, when halfway to Korea, a 
nuntber of Wojon ships suddenly appeared 
and took advantage of our uoprepared- 
neas, opened lire on our transports bl a 
spot on the sea coast near Yashan, and 
damaged them, causing us to suffer from 
their treacherous conduct. Japan his vio- 
lated the treaties and not observed interna- 
tional laws, and is now running rampant 
with her treaoheroua actions. Sho com- 
menced hostilities herself, and lays herself 
open to condemnation by the various powers 
at large. We therefore desire to make 
known to the world that we have always 
f jllowed the patha of philanthropy and per- 
fect justice throughout the whole complica- 
tion, while the WejaD, on the other hand, 
have broken all the laws of nations and 
the treaties, wbioh it passes our patience to 
bear with. 

" Hence we command Lt Hung Chang to 
give atrlot orders to our various armieii to 
hMten with ail spaed to root the Wojen oat 
«f their Iain. He is to send successive 
armies of valiant men to\KprA* in order to 
save the Koreans from the dnik of the Jap- 
anese. We also command the Macnha gen- 
erals, viceroys and governors of the .mari- 
time provinces, as well as the oommandera- 
in-chief of the various armies, to prepare for 
war and to make every effort to fire tho 
Wojen ships if they cjme into our port8,and 
to utterly destroy them. We exhort our 
generals to refrain from the least laxity in 
obeying our commands in order to avoid se- 
vere punishment at our hands. Let a',\ 
know this ediot as if addressed to ',',,(;tn in- 
4ivi'3u*IIy. Respect this." 
■ By tho Belgic „aj"i6„ned that the 
^^'JLoeO gOVfatnmont Is contemplating the 
'tvhol«i!JilB wduoliott of its foreign employes, 
th« money saved to go to meet the ex^er aoa 
■of the war. The governmenbhaa proriibited 
the export of food stuffi to Jj.pan. As a 
retaliatory measure tho Japanese papers 
suggest tho prohibition of the export of coal 
to China, which would itfl ct, a^ great 
obstacle to tho freo operation of tho Chineae 
•navy. Jspau has in view tho raiaing of a 
loan to defray war exponBoa. The work of 
wdminijtrative reform in Korea ia making 
ateady progress. The new oliiciul oreani/.i- 
tion about to be promulgated is said to bo 
modelled after tho Jupaneso government, 
«nd the Korean king wiU in future bear tho 
title of Emperor of Great Korea. 

Particulars of the capture of tho Korean 
palace are given in a letter frcn Chemulpo 
to the correspondent of the North China 
Daily News, in which he says : One hun- 
dred and fifty Pyengan troops on guard 
bravely resisted as long as they could, kill- 
ing about a dozen Japanese soldiers, but 
were finally overpowered, and the Japanese 
took possession of the palace ground. The 
king, queen, crown prince and crown prin- 
ceas wore removed to the Japanese legation, 
where they are still kept heavily guarded. 
The Japa then took poasoBsion of tho tele- 
graph otiioo inStlielul, so that no tolcgrams 
could bo sent anywhere. Tho Ctiinese resi- 
doncy haa alao been atlboked« One Chinese 
pnlicemnn haa been killed and the Chinese 
hiive all Hcd. Three thousand Japanese 
aoldiora are now marching to Oaziu, whore 
six thouaand anUliora are encamped, and an 
engagemont is hourly expected. A number 
of Jupineso troops are atatinoed at Pyn-an, 
near the Uhineau border. Mr. Ocori has 
been aaaured that the German ooneul is hero 
. with pacific intentions. Forty Americin 
marines have been sent to Heoul. 

Tho battle at Suikwan opened at .'! o'clock 
ii tho morning on July'i.S[h, and after live 
hours' hanl li(<hting tho Japantau army was 
oompiotely victorious and gained poBsesaion 
of the enemy's tronchua. The Chinesn num- 
bered over 2,800, of v^hom over COO wore 
killed or wounded, whilo the Japanese lost 
five oUicors aud 70 men. Tho enemy was 
routed and fled in tho direction of Koshu. 
Tbe attack on Oaisan by tho Japanese aUo 
resulted in a victory. The ChiDose loss was 
very heavy, although the oxaot figures are 
not known. On the evening of the victory 
the Kins entertained all the Japanese oUl- 
oera. Ihe Chlneso troops who were routed 
' at Seikwan fled homeward through Ghuahu 
and Keiaho. 

Feelings of hostility toward! tbe Jaoaneie 
residents in Shanghai have already been 
manifoatod upon tho part of the Cmlneae. 
Tho Japanese have boon molested In Hon 
Kew by an angry group of natives, and the 
police have hod to Interfere. Serious riots 
occurred recently ub Wuhu. A Chinese 
mob gathered about tho doors of Japanese 
abops and began to attack the proprietors 
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and the assistants. There were six Japan- 
ese men and one womsn in the 8ettIemen^ 
All were roughly handled, and but for the 
intuiferenoB of the customs acaff might have 
lost their Uvea. As it was, their shops 
were looted and about on(>half of their 
gondB stolen before they received any aaiiat- 
aoco. It'la.'aaid the ChlnesSi' •ucttorities 
made no effort i» proteoii themV, ' ' : . 

Oa August 8, wheB,Mr; ArakawB, of the 
Japanese coaahlate atTientain, waaabonli to 
leave Taku for Sbaoghai, on board a British 
steamer, with the cfiSoials of the consulate 
and. about twenty Japanese women, Chinese 
aoldiera, taking advantage of the temporary 
abaence.of tho Japanese, rushed into the 
place where the Japanese women were and 
led them away by force, with tho baggage of 
the entire party. Several of the ladies re- 
ceived wonnds. That nisht they were con- 
fined in the Chinese barracks and only set 
free on the following day. Oo tho receipt 
of the news of the outrage the Japanene 
foreign office authorities trausmilted a mes- 
sage to the Amtricin minister asking hini to 
make an urgent ropreaontatiou to Li Hung 
Chang. The minister acted promptly in the 
matter and tho foreign ofiice is reported to 
have received a message from tho in in later that 
tho viceroy signified his regret for what tho 
Chineeo aoldiora had done, and ( il'jred re- 
peated apologies and promised him to restore 
the sotted articles to tho owners and to in- 
fiict punishment upon tho aoldiora guilty of 
such misconduct.

Counsel Not Ready to Proceed With the Prose- 
cution of the General and Ills 
Companions. 

Sah I^noisoo, Sept. S^When the 
Kzeta case was resumed before U.S. District 

Judge Morrow to-day, it wos expected that 
Pierson and Mitchell, for the proaeoution, 
would introduce oral testimony, but they 
simply put Consul E. Calderon on the- 
stand to identify the deouments askicg for 
theextraditionproceedings, which documents 
hud been sent to him by his government. 
After this Mr. Pierson informed the court 
that the government had informed him 
that it was sending important testi- 
mony by steamer. This was expected 
arrive by next Saturday or .Sunday. 
Ho therefore aslted for a continuance 
unless the oher side should agree to permit 
his side to present its new evidence later. 
Attorney Pago said his propoEitioo to hear 
the case upon tho question of juriadiction 
had not been accepted by . tho ol'icr side, 
and he could not agree to any informal pro- 
ceedings. Mr. Pierson then asked for con- 
tinuance, which was not granted. Attorney 
Rubens formally moved for the diBoharge of 
General Cocho, as there was no teatiniony to 
conneob him with any of tho crimes charged, 
and also to acquit Ezeta of the charge of 
robbery. Both of the motions were taken 
under advisement. As Mr. Pierson has an- 
nounced the close of his case the defendants 
began to put in their case on the plea of lack 
of juriadiotion, on which point they 
bad announced they would make 
their fight, Commander Thomas, of Ben- 
nington, was called to the stand. He testi- 
fied that the insurrection in San Salvador 
was proceeding while he waa there. This 
was followed by a protracted argoment on 
the question of jurisdiction, Judge Mor- 
row finally deciding that he had jurisdiction*

Till' term "tea gown" is applied to any 
kind of a dress that is not closely ad- 
justed to the figure, whatever its texture 
may be.

TOUCH AN D THE PEDALS. 



The PoMlbtUtlesoirtlie PeOais In Coinliina- 
tion With DUTerent KlnilH of Touclil 

It is'cMsy to perceive that tlio tend- 
ency to use .:ho pedals for obtaining 
only dynamic gradations is duo to a sur- 
vival of traditions' associated with the 
old pedals and older stops of the harp- 
sichord, which woro capable of no other 
effects. But it is entirely unnecessary to 
tell any modern teacher that tho great 
masteiB of piano plaj'ing do not use tho 
pedals simply to increase or diminish 
tlio loudness of tho tone. It is true that 
one cannot make a piano speak as loud- 
ly with tlu! soft pedal on as with it otV; 
but, say.s a writer in Tlio Musical Cou- 
rier, it is very duuiitful as to whether 
the power of tho touo is increased by 
the use of the so called loud pedal. Tho 
volume of tone is enlarged by tho lot- 
ting loose of all (he sympathetic vibra- 
tions, and the ear being crowded wit'i 
simultaneous sounds gets tho impres- 
sion of loudness. But the truly great 
artist never uses the pedals for any oth- 
er purpose than (ho production of 
variety in tone color. 

C'lioiiin showed us how to do this, 
las/.t explored another resoiu:ce of piano 
]iliiying which gives myriadsof new re- 
sults. Hy combining tho manners of 
])('daliiig explained by Chopin with the 
manners of touch revealed by Liszt we 
arrive at a liost of novel and l)eautiful 
olTects, wholly unknown to tho playi i's 
of the classic era. Tho attention of 
tiMichers is called to the need of systcm- 
atio instruction in this art of pedal- 
ing, ami its union with the resources of 
tuueh. Even tho great master, Kul)in- 
stein, has said that ho does not tliink we 
have yet learned how to exhaust the 
possibilities of tho pedal. 

Here, then, is a subject for original 
research. Tho thoughtful teacher can 
!ind employment formally of his leisuro 
hours in experimenting on touch and 
pedal combinations and noting tho re- 
sults. It is only lately that any attempts 
liavo been iiiado to systematize our 
knowledge on this subject. For the 
most part tlie pianist has to find out for 
himself the possibilities of the pedals, 
and nine times out of ten when ho has 
learned how to produce sdmo extraordi- 
nary effect he prefers to keep the knowl- 
edge to himself, so that no other pianist 
may learn how to do the same thing.

Here are some hints from (iolden 
Days that will assist you in tlu! fashion- 
ing of ono of these favorites of tlu; play- 
room : 

Begin with a ])air of old wliite stocking 
legs.

Tho sec 
rotary was Instruotod to forward copies of 
the resolution to the miniater of the interior 
and tho governor-geoeral, it being tho in 
tention to strongly impress the matter on 
the attention of tho Domiaion authoritica. 

Mr. Darlington moved that no govern- 
ment employes bo admitted to the member 
bhip of tho congress. Ho said thoie were 
healers in all governments. This resolution 
was ruled out of order for want of notice 
and will come up afiain to-morrow. He also 
proposed tbe eatablisbmenb of a distinctive 
labor party in Canada because tho Dominion 
Government bad failed to recognize the in 
toresta of the labor p»rty. Only throe bills 
he went on to aay which were passed at tho 
last session of tho Dominion parliament were 
f ivorablo to workingmen, while '140 wero 
antagonistio to their interests. 

The factory Inspector at Ottawa, Mr 
Rocquo, was condemned by rosolutlou, and 
as already intimated a motion asking thatn 
clause bo inserted in government contraol 
cempolling conlraotora to pay the union or 
maximum rate of wftgea waa adopted.

Tbesi) tolegranna had in ^many cases been 
sent to many distant points from Chicago, 
and would have cost at commeroial rates 
^,(100. Only half that sum was charged 
the Uaion by apooial arrangement with the 
Western Unioa Telegraph Company, of 
which Mr. Mulford is the Chicago manager. 
The morning waa spent in the diaonssion of 
legal points, and in the afternoon with read- 
itig telegrams. The telegrams were of miich 
the same parpbrt. In moat oases '~ttiey 
either oalled on the strikers to stand firm, 
asiced them to organize, or gave tben^ au- 
thority to strike. The witness said ba was 
familiar with Debb' handwriting, and be- 
lieved only two of the messages were signed 
by the president. All of- them were sent 
under Debs' half rate frank.

The unfortunate 
man, whoso name ia Walther, died in great 
agony this evening. He and hia fellow-pas- 
sengera arrived at Now York yesterday on 
the North Gorman Lloyds steamship Elbe, 
from Bremen. Oae of the passengers eays 
Walther was attacked with aovero paino 
and vomiting li'fore the vessel reached port, 
but that tho ship's surgeon gave him medi- 
cine which braced him up autiiciently to 
pass inspectloa at New 'i'ork. i'ho authori- 
ties telegraphed the Pitttburg oliicials to 
iaterceptandquerantinethecir. City He\lth 
OfG:er Duka and Dr. Ohr, who has been 
through an epidemic ot cholera, are positive 
that Wnlihor'a was a bona iido case of 
cholera, but are undecided as to whether 
sporadic or Asiatic nature. There is great 
excitement in Cumberland j^'to-nigbt-^ver 
the discovery.

Proposal to Increase the Bfflelen^ oftbe 
Present System Thereby OlvlnB Better 
fire FrpteoUon. 

Mr. W. £. Losee has addressed the follow- 
ing letter to the Mayor and Beard of Alder- 
men of Viotoria : 

Gkntlejien :— With your permission I 
would like to place before you a plan for in- 
creasing tho efBoienoy of the present water 
works system. I would suggest that a steel 
or iron standpipe twenty feet in diameter 
and 100 feet high be placed at tho fllter 
beds now in contemplation. Two duplex 
pumps of tho Northey or Worthington type 
of 1,100 gallons capacity per minuto each. 
Two 60 inch by 16 feet boilers of 100 h p. 
each. This whole plant Kould cost less than 
§21,000 and would save the city a large ex- 
penditure annually besides giving better fire 
protection which would mean lower insur- 
ance rates. Annexed is the present cost 
and estimated cost of water supply re steam 
tiro engine, which would ba done away with.

The pipR 
would havo a capacity tjf 'J'JO.OOO gallona 
and one pump of 1,1(10 fiallona capacity per 
minute, aiid oun boiler would aupply tho 
city with 1 ,58i.C00 gallons every 24 hours at 
the ordinary speed of tho pump. In case of 
tiro it can bo run to deliver half as much 
more with perfect aafety, the other pump 
and boiler to be run alternately month 
about. 

The driver and hordes now on steam en- 
gine could ba transferred to Victoria West 
to operate a hose wagon, as the pressure 
from 100 feet head would do away with a 
steam engine, Tho engineers could bo given 
in charge of tho steam p'nK pumps. 

If the maina now laid botween tho pro- 
posed^fiUor beds and the[city, will not stand 
such a presEure tho stund pipo could bo 
erected near tho Orphanfc' Homo and take 
the water from tho IG inch main now on 
Cook street, pump it into stand pipe and 
lay a heavier pipo from thoro to the city. 

Tho whole apparatus could bo connected 
with the fire hall by electric signals. 

Having seen a number of theso stand 
pipes working, 1 would bo pleaaed to give 
any infcrmation I can that will serve tho 
beat interest of the^oihy for tbe least money.

I do not wieh to interfere in any way 
with the prerogative of tho sowerago com- 
mittee or oomndssionorR, but knowing aa I 
do that tho health and oven tho Uvea of 
nearly Qvo hiindrod of our ohildren aro dally 
jopordizcd in conscquonoo of the present 
state of things, I feel that we cannot too 
urgently press our claims tbat proper sewer- 
age oonnootion be at ouoe provided, I would 
suggest that the sewerage committee and 
commissioners make a visit to the school, 
and see for thomsolvos, when, I believe, the 
neoesaity for immediate action would be so 
fully impreeaed upon their minds, that they 
would regard it as criminal, to neglect it for 
even a day.
